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FOREWORD 


The Gallery’s Area Exhibitions are one of the community 
services of the Corcoran. They have the dual objective of provid¬ 
ing a lively exhibition of contemporary arts and crafts for the 
enjoyment of Washingtonians and at the same time giving the 
artists in our midst an opportunity to show their work. 

Both of these functions can only be well done with the en¬ 
thusiastic cooperation of the artists. An exhibition of the high 
quality worthy of this region necessitates the participation of the 
artists of national importance who live here. The Gallery ap¬ 
preciates the fact that it does receive the support of the majority 
of them, for without it there would be no justification for these 
exhibitions. It requires considerable strength of character for 
artists who have achieved a measure of recognition again and 
again to submit their work to a jury and risk the chance of being 
rejected. The fact remains that the jury system of selection, being 
exercised by humans and not by IBM machines, is always subject 
to human fallibility and even though the margin of error may be 
— and usually is — small in statistical terms, it exists and it hurts 
those adversely affected. Still this democratic process is the only 
feasible system for so large an area, especially when it is also 
one of the objectives to give unknown talent a chance to come 
into the spotlight. 

This year several innovations have been put into practice, all of 
which are intended to increase the quality and importance of the 
exhibition. Of these, perhaps the greatest change was in making 
the exhibition a biennial. Sometimes in the past, an artist, by a 
combination of circumstances, did not have a representative work 
which was eligible on hand and therefore did not submit. Now 


he may make his selection from the production of two years rather 
than one. A second change was to increase the radius of the 
region covered to 100 miles. The third innovation was to institute 
a series of cash prizes, again designed to add to the prestige of 
the exhibition. This year, for the first time, the Gallery was able 
to offer cash prizes totaling $740, through the generous contribu¬ 
tions of various firms and individual donors. This enabled us to 
offer the following prizes: Painting $75, Sculpture $65, Print and 
Drawing $50, Textile $25, Ceramic $25, awarded by the Jurors 
to a work in their respective categories. In addition, The Cor¬ 
coran Gallery of Art Prize of $500 for a work in any class was 
awarded by a Gallery staff committee. The Corcoran is indebted 
to the firms and individuals who have made the Prize Fund pos¬ 
sible, as well as to the faithful contributors to the Purchase Fund 
which is used to purchase works from the exhibition for the Gal¬ 
lery’s collection. 

Our thanks go to the members of the Jury who, with generosity 
and at times patience, gave of their time and knowledge. They 
are: Mrs. Adelyn D. Breeskin, Director, The Baltimore Museum 
of Art, Painting; Mr. William Zorach, Sculptor, Sculpture; Mr. 
Herbert J. Sanborn, Exhibits Officer, Library of Congress, Print 
and Drawing; Mrs. Gloria S. Finn, Craftsman, Crafts ( textiles , 
woven and printed ); Mr. Paul Vickers Gardner, Curator of Ce¬ 
ramics and Glass, Smithsonian Institution, Crafts ( ceramics , met¬ 
alwork, and stained glass ). 

Credit also goes to our maintenance staff which was given 
the laborious and painstaking task of handling the 2,323 entries— 
an all-time record for the Area Exhibitions — under the skillful 
management of the Gallery’s Superintendent, Mr. Bennie Y. 
Stephenson. The administration of the exhibition fell to Mr. 
Gudmund Vigtel, Assistant Director, who was also responsible 
for the installation.
